Out of a total of 598 Borough 
veterans, 107, or 18 per cent, have 
returned their questionnaires. 

Results of the survey were re- 
ported to the Narberth Borough 
Council Monday night. The vet- 
erans indicated they thought the 
building should contain basketball 
courts, an auditorium, veterans 
rooms, club rooms, and other 
sports facilities. 

The majority of the veterans 
also favored the present commun- 
ity grounds as a location for the 
building. Three, however, favored 
the business district, and "anoth- 
er location" was requested by the 
remaining six. . 

In order to finance the project. 
68 veterans voted in favor of a 
bond issue augmented by volunf- 
tary contributions by residents of 
the borough: 18 were in favor of 
voluntary contributions alone and 
four voted for the bond issue 
alone. 

Plans for financing the project 
are still incomplete. The Borough 
i Council, in order to secure the 
: bond, must submit the proposal 
; to the voters of the borough. 
j Starting in April. 1945. with 
tentative plans for a permanent 
: and practical war memorial, the 
Speakman Post recommended to 
Borough Council that a recrea- 
\ tion and assembly building be 
! built by the Borough. 
j In line with the recommends - 
; tion, questionnaires were sent by 
the Post to each man and wo- 
man in the borough whose name 
was on the honor roll. 

The questionnaire showed that, 
91 favored a war memorial build- 
ing. 16 did not: 76 favored a ba.s- 
ketball court. 59 favored an audi- 
torium. 75 favored veterans' rooms, 
66 favored club rooms for civic 
organizations, seven favored a 
swimming pool, and four favored 
handball and other sports. 

Douglas C. Minor, chairman of 
the Legion War Memorial Corn- 
mil tee. stated. "The returns are 
still coming in. and when we have 
a complete report, we will have the 
answer to what the veterans want 
a.s a war memorial in the bor- 
ough." 

Details of the building plan of 
the project will be worked out 
by the Borough Planning Com- 
mission, according to Council 
president.

Board Appoints 
New Health Director 

Haverford Township commis- 
sioners declared a vacancy existed 
on the Board of Health and ap- 
pointed a new health director to 
replace Dr. E. J. Dewees, Newtown 
Square, Monday night. 

The action brings to a head a 
dispute that has been flaring since 
January when the commissioners 
asked Dr. Dewees to resign be- 
cause he no longer was a resi- 
dent of the Township. 

To fill the vacancy the com- 
missioners appointed Carlton E. 
Cutler, 49 Sycamore Rd., Manoa, 
a pharmaceutical official. Dr. 
Dewees' five year term lias three 
more years to run so Cutler will 
serve until December 31, 1948. 
Vote 6 to 3 

Declaring the vacancy and ap- 
pointing a new director was done 
on a split vote of six to three. 
Commissioners John L. Baker, 
John Doherty, Thomas Bailey, 
Joseph R. Brennan, C. Edward 
Land and Oliver T. Higgins, who 
was presiding as president of the 
board, voted in favor of the new 
appointment. Commissioners Al- 
bert A. Reiter, Miss Edith P. Han- 
num and William Kirschner, Jr., 
against. 

Dr. Dewees, medical director of 
the Provident Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, from the begin- 
ning has questioned the legality 
of the commissioners' stand. It 
was on the advice of William R. 
Toal, solicitor of the Township, 
that the commissioners insisted in 
January on residence in the 
Township has a qualification for 
board of health membership. They 
not only requested Dr. Dewees' 
resignation but they failed to re- 
appoint Joseph A. Rainville, Jr., 
attorney, who had been a mem- 
ber of the health board for years 
but had moved out of Haverford. 
New President 

Appointment of Cutler leaves 
the Board of Health without a 
president but it is assumed that 
Dr. Caroline Vetkosky, 28 Mill 
Rd., Brookline, who is vice presi- 
dent, will move up into the posi- 
tion. 

Cutler is employed by the Win- 
throp Chemical Company, New 
York City, as detail man for the 
Philadelphia and suburban area. 
The company handles pharma- 
ceutical products. 

The new health board member 
attended the Philadelphia College 
of Pharmacy and Science and the 
Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy in Boston. He was born In 
Connecticut and is in his fourth 
year of residence in Manoa. 

Cutler is married and has three 
children, Robert, 12, student at 
Haverford Township Junior High 
School; Anita, 10, pupil at the 
Manoa Public School; and Janet 
Marie, four. He is a member of 
the Trinity Lutheran Church of 
Manoa and the Manoa Bowling 
League. 

Legal Background 

Commissioner Higgins in pro- 
posing that the vacancy be de- 
clared told the commissioners he 
had attended the last Board of 
Health meeting and Dr. Dewees 
still insisted on further proof that 
it was necessary to reside in the 
Township to be a health board 
member. Higgins said he explain- 
ed he was not only action on the 
advice of the solicitor but that the 
Board of Health was an executive 
body drawing up ordinances and 
passing health regulations. As 
such, he told them, that only citi- 
zens of the township, should 
serve as health directors. 

Higgins added that Dr. Dewees 
had the privilege of taking the 
matter to the Delaware County 
Court of Common Pleas if he 
wanted a judicial ruling. 

At the Board of Health meet- 
ing last Wednesday night Dr. 
Dewees had asked for a certified 
letter containing the opinion of 
Solicitor Toal. Commissioner Hig- 
gins referred him to the solicitor 
for the certified letter. 

Commissioner Higgins told the 
other commissioners on Monday 
night that apparently Dr. Dewees 
has been mistaken about the 
legalits of his stand because he 
had quoted the amended State 
Township Code of 1927 whereas 
there was a letter State Health 
Act, approved in 1931. The 1931 
act, he said, excluded non-resi- 
dents from serving on the health 
board.

After leaving high school Dew 
ey taught school for a while and 
then became auditor for a coal 
company. Later he became a rail- 
road telegrapher. 

He is married to the former Mae 
Canfield, and they reside at 401 
East 19th street in Chester. They 
have three children, James F. Jr., 
who is living at home; Mrs. Kath- 
ryn S. Simms, of Newark, N. J.; 
and Thomas C. of Medbury Vil- 
lage, Nether Providence. There 
are three grandchildren in the 
family. 

Candidate Dewey was born in 
Locust Dale, Schuylkill County, 
and moved to Chester while worK- 
ing for the Pennsylvania Railroad.
